The actual ftate of the Dutch cannor,be better afcertained 
than by the two following Memorials, which were’ prefented 
fome time fince to the States-Genoral.’ The firft was from the 
merchants, bookholders, and owners of thips ef Amfterdam, 
and was conceived in the following terms: 

‘© Your petitioners having difpatched their fhips and cargoes 
to fea under convoy, after a very long delay, the famous ren- 
counter took place, on the sth of Auguft, between this con- 
voy, commanded by Vice-Admiral Zoutman, and the Englith 
fqnadron under Vice-Admiral Parker 5,a rencovnter which, 
undoubtedly, will cover with immortal honour the forces of the 
Republic which were engaged init; but which, at the fame 
time, gave a deadly blow to the erade of the States, the whole 
of the trading veffels that failed with the convoy having been 
obliged to put back into port. Your petitioners haviog been 
fruftrated in. their juft and reafonable hope, that they thould 
have been able to obtain a fafficient convoy to protect their 
commerce, and that it would have failed ear : 
purpofes of the Baltic trade, were obliged to fubmit to the ne- 
ceflity of the times, and to lwing back their {hips, which could 
not, without the moft imminent danger, remain m their then 
ftation.
